The church was used as the theater 
for the performance of pious: p!ays, and 
the ecolesiastics were the acto’ The 
church and the stage have drifted far 
apart in these modera days, but whose 
is the fault? 

Unquestionably, as Mr. W points 
out-—and as many others bef him 
have pointed out—the principal fault 
lies with the public; not with any par- 
ticular class of people, but with all 
the people—tbe church people, per- 
haps, equally with the world’s peo- 
ple. The stage, in the final somming 
up, is what the public makes it. It is 
in some degree like politics. If all 
the good people refrain from partici- 
pating in political affairs; the field is 
left to the bad people, and (politics 
becomes corrupt. In proportiog as the 
good people stay away from the 
the demand for good plays 
creased, and the field is left mi 
more to the bad ones. 

In view of the tremendous power 
for good which might be ex by 
the stage, if this power were properly 
invoked, might it not be well for the 
very good people who now hold them- 
selves aloof from the theater because 
in some respecis it is bad, td recog- 
nize and encourage that which is good 


in dramatic representation? The 
theater can never be reformei if all 
the good people stay away it. 
This much is certsin. It could be re- 


deemed in large part from its evil ten- 
dencies M the people who desire to 
‘see it improved would take active 
in the work of im t. And 
this would be well worth while, be- 
cause the theater can be made to reach 
a large number of persons, who are 
outside the pale of church influence, 
and are likely to remain so unless re- 
deemed by agencies to which they are 
most responsive. 
Theatrical managers would be quick 
to respond to the demand for a bet- 
ter class of plays if such a demand 
were made clearly manifest. They 
are in the field to supply a public de 
mand, and they naturally provide 
what they believe will meet the de- 
mands of the greatest number of per- 
sons. it is a business proposition—a 
clear case of supply and demand. 
Managers are not alone to be blamed 
for declining to put their money into 
losing enterprises. They not in 
the business solely for their health. 
They are not the only consetvators of 
public morality nor the only ¢ensors of 
the public taste. In short, “there is 
no one at fault but the public.”
